To the Citizens and Tax-Payers of 
Northumberland. 


One of the principal benefits to be derived from the publication 
of the annual town reports is the comparison of the appropriations 
with the expenditures, and by this comparison be guided in mak- 
ing future appropriations. 

We are happy to be able to say that the report of this year shows 
a substantial reduction of the town debt. In the matter of perma- 
nent highways and their improvement, for which an appropriation 
was made at the last annual meeting, we are sorry to say we can- 
not point with pride to the results, for there are no results. This is 
not the fault of your Board of Selectmen as they made all possible 
effortsto have the money expended by the state engineer under 
whose supervision it must be expended.- We have a letter from 
him saying that the selectmen were in no wise to blame; it was too 
much work in one year for the engineer to properly attend to. We 
have his assurance, however, that the money shall be expended 
early this season sothe town may have the benefits through the 
summer. 

We would recommend an appropriation for highways as large as 
that ofthe present year. 

Your Board would recommend practically the same appropria- 
tions as were made last year forthe same purposes, with the single 


exception of schools; this appropriation should be increased either 
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in the town or school meeting, tosuch an amount as in the opin- 
ion of the voters and school board can profitably be expended. 

It is possibJe that the bill for the support of the town poor can be 
kept below the expense of the past year, but that is always an un- 
certain factor. The poor and needy must beclothed and fed. The 
most expensive ofthe town charges, who has cost us our twelve 
hundred dollars for the past three years, has recently died at the 
ripe old age of eighty-five years, and itisasad commentary on the 
ingratitude of children when we have to report that this old man 
had two sons who are both well-to-do citizens of Massachusetts and 
who allowed their father to be cared for by strangers, and at the ex- 
pense of the town, and would not even pay charges on the telegram 
announcing to them his death. 

The warrant for the coming meeting which will be found inthe 
front of this Report contains some articles which are of importance 
and should receive the careful consideration of the voters. The 
spirit of progress and public improvement is abroad in the land 
and a conservative progress along all lines is highly com- 
mendable, but the tax payers should not be stampeded by flowery 
speeches into hasty action which they might afterward regret. It 
is wise to remember when contracting a debt that it must be paid, 
and when pay day comes prosperity might not be as much in 
evidence in the town as it is today. It is to be hoped that every tax 
payer will make an earnest effort to be present and give all the 
measures to be acted upon such consideration as will enable them 
to vote understandingly and thereby have nothing to reproach 
themselves for after it istoo late. We have drawn orders upon
